Clerk Alexander and referred to the 
proper committee. 

One of these overtures related to the 
raising of a “‘twentieth century fund’’ of 
$1,000,000 by the southern Presbyterians 
and was signed by Dr. -L. H. Blanton 
and fifteen others. Apropos of this over- 
ture the point was raised whether pri- 
vate individuals had a right to over. 
ture in the body. Dr. Finley asserted 
the inalienable right of any Presbyte- 
rian in an individual capacity to memor- 
rialize the general assembly and con- 
tended that such memortals deserved the 
Same consideration as those of 
or presbytery. He was for democracy 
in the church, Moderator Martin held 
that this view was agreeable to church

A telegram from the Cumberland gens 
eral assembly invoking God’s grace and 
power upon the southern Presbyterian 
sister body was read, spread upon the 
minutes and a reply in kind ordered to 
be signed by the moderator and secre- 
taries.

There was collected on the assessment for 


1899 and reported last year $326.75. During 


' this year I have collected for 1899 $1,371.50 


as stated above. This makes a total of 
$1,698.25, leaving still due on that year 
$464.95. In my last report I gave a list 
of arrearages due the association from various 
presbyterles for 1898 and the five preceding 
years, corrected before printing, bowever, to 
correspond with my book on the day of going 
to press with the minutes. Making allowance 
for an error in the case of one presbytery, the 
sum of the delinquencies there given were 
on the Ist of June, 1899, $1,930.75. Of this 
$779.50 has been canceled by payment in 
whole or in part, under the direction of the last 
assembly authorizing its treasurer to corre- 
spond with presbyteries in arrears and to com- 
promise back claims in certain cases. The 
amount received has been $246.60; the amount 
relinquished to the presbyterles $532.90. Of 
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this latter, five-sixths was to three presbytes 
ries, whose circumstances served to warrant 
the concession. Only four or five presbyteries 
have asked any rebate whatever, and only two 
have asked that the whole of their back dues 
be remitted. The following ts a list of the 
presbyteries that are still indebted to the 
assembly with the amount due from each: 
Arkansas, $10; Bethel, $75; Chickasaw, 
$13.50: Ebeneza, $56; Enoree, $25.50; Fay- 
etteville, $348.70; Greenbrier, $86; Harmony, 
$39.50; Lafayette, $81.25; Louisville, $78.50; 
Mecklenburg, $153; Mecklenburg, $24.95; 
Nashville, $133.50; Orange, $205.50; Potosi, 
$30.30; Pee Dee, $98.50; Pine Bluff, $24.60; 
Washbourne, $3; St. John, $72.50; Suwanee, 
$2.50; Western district, $54. Total $1,616.20. 
Of this $464.95 is for 1899 and $1,151.25 is 
for dues of the six previous years. One year 
ago thirty-four presbyteries were more or less 
in arrears; now only twenty-one are behind. 
With several of these, under the authority 
granted by the last assembly, I have agreed 
upon terms of settlement and adjustment. The 
presbyteries have shown & commendable wil- 
lingness to meet these past obligations, and 
only in a few instances have they asked re- 
lief from the burdens of full payment. I am 
satisfied that by the prompt sending out of 
annual statements to the presbyteries by your 
treasurer a recurrance of the large and grow- 
ing deficit in the collections for your contin- 
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gent fund may be prevented, and in this way 
an equal distribution of the burden of the

the hymn book committee. These are the only 
outstanding claims against the treasury. Their 
total is $1,172.38, leaving a balance of funds 
on hand in excess of accrued obligations of 
$93.02. 

In my last report I called attention to the 
fact that I had to utilize the receipts of 1899 
to the extent of $482.17 to pay the bills 
growing out of the assembly of 1{898. 

This year I will have to draw about $956.64 
on the receipts of 1900 to meet the obliga- 
tions accruing from the last assembly and 
payable before the meeting of this. One cause 
of this is that the assembly two years ago in 
constituting its hymn book committee made no 
special provision for the expenses of that com- 
mittee, but left it as a charge upon its own 
contingent fund. It is evident that such a 
policy if continued will lead to great embar-

to urge itself upon the general assembly in 
growing proportions, until {it resulted in the 
appointment of your committee and in the re- 
moval of all seeming obstacles to the free 
progress and the final adoption of its work. By 
the terms of the resolution appointing the same, 
your committee was ‘‘empowered to go f0fe 
ward in the work at once with the purpose ot 
having the book ready for use by 1903, when 
all arrangements for the sale of other books 
shall have expired The ‘‘contracts’’ referred 
to in this commission were obviously those 
existing between Dr. Kerr and the executive 
committee of publication. For Dr. Hazen had 
explained that the agreement with the Century 
company touching ‘‘Psaims, Hymns and Spirit- 
ual Songs’’ was not in the way at all, as indeed 
it did not interfere with the assembly's enter- 
ing into a similar agreement with Ir.

Your committee has held three full meetings, 
viz: im Atlanta December, 1898; in Norfolk 
July, 1899, and in Atlanta May, 1900.

Your committee found at hand two valuable 
musica] editors, viz: Professor Joseph McLean, 
of Agnes Scott institute, Decatur, Ga., and 
Professor John P. Campbell, of the University 
of Georgia, Athens, Both of these gentle- 
men are thorough-going Presbyterians, and

of the committee. 

Early in our work we made formal requests 
with the church papers, as indeed the assembly 
did when appointing the eOmmittee, ‘“‘to sug?

lists of hymns and tunes as i is thought 
ought to be included in a church book of 
praise.” The committee received and carefully 
considered the very many communications sent 
from all parts of the,church. We feel, there- 
fore, that our work has been in a great meas- 
ure shaped by the church itself.

The 
question of adequately providing for the 
needs of ministers who have grown old 
in the service of the church is one that 
ig attracting the best thought of al! 
denominations and that calls for the 
liberal exercise of Christian benevolence. 
The age limit of service is fixed at the 
span allotted by the psalmist: and it is 
the intention of the church to allow {ts 


veterans in the ministry to retire at that

Through our chairman, a. careful investigation 
was made as to the prospective cost of the 


have freely given their valuable labors to 
this work out of love for the chureh and her 
worship. They are accomplished and experi- 
enced organists who have made special study 


of hymnology. The committee does not hesitate 
to say that we could not have secured, at any 
price or from any quarter, musical editors 
better qualified for the work done by them. 
“With a conservative regard to time-honored 
associations,’’ as enjoined by the general as- 
sembly in appointing the committee, these 
brethren have taken special care, and, as we 


think, displayed rare taste in the adaptation 
of tunes to hymns throughout the book. 
In the Ifging of foundations for our difficult 


task and in the final shaping, almost to the 
consummation of our work, we had the help 
of that cultivated and devout man of God, 
Dr. -W. 8. Lacy. The committee felt, greatly 
bereaved: when God called him away from 
us. Dr. Theron H. Rice, of Atlanta, was elect- 
ed to fill the vacancy in the committee by his 
death. 


The name given to the book—‘‘Psalms and 
Hymns’’—indicates the spirit of the committee 
in its work of-hymn compilation. Our desire 


was to take the one book of praise of our 
church, adopted early in her career, and, by 
judicious arrankement, exclusions and addi- 
tions, perpetuata, that which_ is historic and 
endeared by use.‘ The Psalms we have, in 
consequence, distributed among the hymns ac- 


cording to classification, with a special index 
provided, however, so that they can be readily 
found. 

We call the attention of the general assembly 
to the following canons, by which the com- 
mittee was guided In the work now reported: 

|. To retain every old hymn-of dé&g~ided merit. 


2. To retain large number of the best 
versions of the Psalms. 

3. To introduce the best of the modern 
hymns, giving preference to those that are 
direct ascriptions of praise. 

4. To retain the versions found in ‘Psalms 


and Hymns.’’ 

5. To exclude hymns that are purely didactic, 
personal, exaggerated and highly wrought in 
sentiment, sensuous and all those that have 
made little or no impression on the mind and 
heart of the church. 

6. To apportion the number of hymns under 
each subject in such a way that the book 
may be well balanced. 

7. To find for each hymn the time that best 
brings out its meani: by having the musical 
accent fall on the important words, as well

as considering general character. 

8. To retain every old association of hymn 
and tune that can be fcund to exist generally 
through the church, 

9. To use alternative tunes, where the old 
associated tunes may not be generally ac- 
ceptable. 

10. To use very familiar tunes for hymns 
for special occasions, as dedications, ordina- 
tions, etc. 

ll. To group hymns under each subject so 
that several tunes of same meter will come 
close together, and t see that at least one 
tune of each group is a very familiar one. 

12. To retain every old tune that is in any 


Way meritorious. 

13. To transpose 
for average voices. 

i4. To provide every hymn with a tune of 
exactly the length, as to avold mean- 
ingless repetitions of words. 

15. To avoid all tunes that are not adapted 
to congregational singing; all arrangements of 
melodies written for secular pur] S; all tunes 
that are flippant or undignified in rhythm; all 
tunes that are florid and over-elaborated, and

all tunes that contain independent parts for 
the different voices. To this rule a very few 
exceptions were made in the case of tunes 
Which seemed to have established themselves 
very generaily in the church. 

16. To index very fully, both by scripture 
text and subject, and ‘in the latter case to 
make abundant use of cross references, so 
that all the hymns in any way bearing on 


@ny desired subject may be quickly and easily 
found. 

!7. Under the last canon, calling for full 
index, we think our book will made the 
equal, if not the superior in this respect, of 
@ny book now in use. 

These canons are in accord: with the in- 
structions given to the committee at the time 
of its appointment. We feel sure that they 
eet forth correct principles of hymnology that 
easily comimend themselves to the good sense 
of all of God’s people. As to the success with 
which we have been controlled by them tn our 
work, we feel confident, but we nrust leaye you 
to judge. We were gratified to find ourselves 
in harmony in this respect with the committee 
@ppointed in 1861 to make the original 
“Psalms and Hymns’ of our church, as re- 


be 


vealed by an examination of the canons guiding | 


book, as determined by such proposals. We 
found it expedient to depart from the individ- 
ual plan of the book as previously adopted by 
the committee any further than to avail our- 
Selves of all destrable stereotyped material in 
“In Excelsis,’’ published by the Century com- 
pany, and your committee contemplates the as- 
sembly’s ownership of copyrights, plates, etc., 
upon terms to be settled by contract with the 
executive committee of publication in the event 
the assembly should adopt our work as now 
presented. Or, with a few changes in the book, 
which your committee is prepared to make, on 
account of copyrights, and which will not sub- 
stantially alter our work, the executive, commlit- 
tee of publication will be free to make arrange- 
ments for issuing the same through any other 
publishing house, if such a course seems ex- 
pedient to them. In any event a cloth edition 
can be produced so as to sell for introduction 
for not more than 75 cents net, according to 
plan for publishing agreed upon. A word edl- 
tion in cloth can be sold for not more than 30 
cents. 

Along with this report we hand the assembly 
the manuscript of the ‘‘Psalms and Hymns,’’ 
as prepared by us, and ready for publication; 
also a list of the same in their first lines, with 
names of tunes attached; also a full copy of 
new hymns introduced, to the number of eighty, 
such as cannot be found in ‘Psalms and 
Hymns,’’ in the ‘‘Psalms, Hymns and Spiritual 
Songs’’ or in the ‘“‘Hymns of Ages,’’ books 
which have had an authorized use in our 
church. 

We venture to ask for the early appointment 
by the assembly of a judicious and competent 
committee, before which we may go and show 
our work somewhat in detail. 

If allowed to express a wish, we would be 
glad ta have the assembly, in the event our 
book is substantially approved, to order its 
publication by the executive committee of pub- 
lication (as was done by the assembly of 1866 
with the old ‘‘Psalms and Hymns’’) in such a 
way as shall be judged by said committee most 
advantageous to the church, and under the 


editorial supervision of your ad interim com- 
mittee, the book being subject to such changes 
as may be necessitated by copyrights or deemed 
expedient in the light of criticisms.

age if they so desire, with the assurance 
that their remaining years will not be 
haunted by the specter of penury. The 
invalid fund ts also made to apply in 
cases where the interposition of provi, 
dence compels a minister to withdraw 
from active clerical work at any time, It 
also embraces provision for the widow 
or dependents of a minister. Among the 
plans considered by the committee to 
establish a satisfactory permanent sys- 
tem of relief was.one to have each mem- 
ber of the church pay 10 cents a month 
and each minister $3 or $5 for a period 
of five years, thus raising 4 capital sum 
of $1,278,000, the interest on which would 
afford an annual income of $51,120 as a 
perpetual invalid fund. 

A novel scheme was suggested from 
Georgia, proposing to start a pecan nut 
orchard on a large seale, to be owned 
and controlled by the church. The com- 
mittee could not see its way clear. to 
indorse any plan. The report was of an 
educational character, giving the history 
of the efforts to relieve invalid or super- 
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annuated ministers by different church- 


es, together with a comprehensive out- 
line of the methods adopted. This in- 
formation was not restricted to the 
United States, but dealt largely with 
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the most approved methods in vogue in 
Canada and the old world. The report 
closed with the recommendation that 
southern Presbyterians give this great 
subject their earnest, prayerful consid- 
eration during the next year and that 
some practical means be presented for 
action thereon by the next general as- 
sembly. The report was referred to the 
committee on home missions and the 
diligence of the ad interim committee 
commended. a 

Following the announcement of the as- 
signment of commissioners to fill the 
pulpits of the churches of various de- 
nominations in Atlanta today, which will 
be found elsewhere in these columns, 
the midday devotional service was called 
to order by Dr. Rice, who, after the 
spirited singing of a gospel song, de- 
livered an eloquent prayer, The ser- 
mon was delivered by Dr. George L. 
Petrie, an eminent divine of Charlottes- 
ville, Va, who read the twenty-third 
psalm, the inspiration of his remarks. 
What Dr. Petrie said about the shep- 
herdship of the Lord was simple and 
beautiful in sentiment and rhetoric.

People of Crawford County Denounce 
the Story. | 


REGISTERED VOTE WAS NOT POLLED |

Therefore, the Story That More Had 
Voted Than Were Registered 
Proves Untrue. 


Macon, Ga., May 19.—(Special.)\—The po- 
litical excitement into which-the people 
of Macon circuit were thrown yesterday 
by the report of alleged fraud in. the 
Crawford county primary last Tuesday 
has subsided, because investigation shows 
that the report was utterly groundless, 
and there was never any foundation for 
the starting of the rumor. 

It is not known who originated the 
fabrication, but it woulé not be good for 
him if his identiff¥\is revealed, for the 
people of Crawford are highly indignant 
and severely denounce the author of the 
canard. It is charged that the story 
was started by parties who had lost bets 
on the soliciter general’s race and hoped 
that it might result at least in a re- 
count of votes: Solicitor General: Hodges, 
Minter Wimberly, 8. A. Crump, Hope 
Polhill and others went from Macon to 
Crawford county last night to investi- 
gate the charges of fraud. They rettirn- 
ed to Macon this afternoon and # is as- 
certained that there was absolutely no 
truth in the report. One of the charges 
was that 200 persons more than Were reg- 
istered voted, whereas the truth is that 
1.103 voters registered and only 891 of 
them voted. 

There were only five persons voted 
who were not registered, and the sheriff 
testified on the day of the election’ that 
they had paid all taxes and after consul- 
tation the managers of the election 
agreed that they could vote. It ts said 
that three of them vyoted for Hodges 
and two for Lane, so Polhill did not prof- 
it by one of these five unregistered votes. 
So far'as could be ascertained every- 
thing else in connection with the entire 
election in Crawford was regular. 

The people of Crawford say there never 
was a fairer electicn in that county. 
Polhill, therefore, wins the race for so- 
licitor general over Hodges by a majority 
of nine votes. Polhill made a gallant 
fight with six competitors and is entt- 
tled to the honor he has won. He will 
make a faithful. efficient, courteous and 
Satisfactoy solicitory general,

They will be accompanied by the fire 
department drum corps of twenty-five 
men, the local branch of the Sons of Vet- 
erans, numbering about forty-seven, and 
fifteen sponsors. The party will leave At- 
lanta Tuesday, May 29th, for Louisville. 


Before their departure the veterans of the | 


battalion will parade the principal down- 
town streets, headed by the firemen’s 
drum corps. 


It is expected that the battalion will 


number about 123 veterans, mak- 
ing aAhe total number of those who 


will go to Louisville in this special train 
about 215. 

The Southern passenger officials have 
arranged to handle the party in tirst-class 
shape. live of the fine vestibuled coaches 
used during the winter on the New York 
and Florida limited, which is the finest 
passenger train the Southern runs, wiil be 
prayided for the vetrans. Each of the old | 
confederates will be provided an entire seat 
and the cars will not be crowded. 

Three Pullmans will be attached to the 
train, two for the Sons of Veterans and 
one for the sponsors. 

The Sons of Veterans will occupy their 
cars as sleeping places while in Louisville. 
The entire train will be handsomely dec- 
orated with streamers and flags. 

The battalion of maimed veterans has 
been accorded a prominent place in the 
grand parade which will take place in 
Louisville.

than displeases him. Masterson first 
Sprang into notice back in the late seven- 
ties when he was living in Leadville, 
Col. Leadville was a perfect hell hole at 
that time, Adventurers, gamblers, mur- 
derers and professional ‘bad men’ of all 
kinds and description abounded and a 
man carried his life in his hands twelve 
hours out of the twenty-four. Masterson 
was a gambler by profession—one of the 
cool, gentlemanly Jack Oakhurst type 
that Bret Harte has pictured. Incidental- 
ly he was one of the gamest men that 
ever called a bhuft or pulled a gun. Time 
and time again his quickness in getting 
out his shooting irons prevented blood- 
shed. When he got the drop on a man 
his antagonist knew that a move meant 
death, and the gun fighters that Bat 
cowed into submission could be counted 
by the hundreds. But he wasn't a killing 
man except under stress of circumstances 
that admitted of no-other way out of 
the trouble. I happen to know that of the 
twenty odd men he is supposed to have 
killed only two really died at his hands.

St. Louts, May 18.—For one week at least 
the striking employees of the St. Louis 
Transit Company will be face to face with 
federal authority, which, speaking today 
through Judge Elmer B, Adams, cf the 
United States circuit court, in the form

was granted. Ths only point not covered 
in the injunction, which the company 
would possibly have asked, is that the 
strikers be enjoined from all interference 
with the running of passenger cars. 

President W. D. Mahon, of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Street Rallway Em- 
ployees, said tonight, after being inform- 
ed of the issuance of the injunction, that 
the strikers had violated no law and had 
no intention of so doing. 


“We know what the laws are,’”’ said he, 
“and it needed no injunction to tell us 
what to do or what not to do. We aave 
done nothing wrong and we have a right 
to strike if we so desire. I do not te- 
lieve we will make any trouble for the 
government.’’ 


The conduct of the strike today was in 
marked contrast to that of yesterday, 
there being no rioting and nobody was 
injured during the day. This was du to 
the fact that the company madt no efforts 
to run cars during the afternoon, having 
been advised to refrain from doing so by 
Chief of Police Campbell. The union men 
who indorse the strike and are in favor 
of declaring a sympathetic strike had 
decided to hold a parade late in the af- 
ternoon, and Chief of Police Campbell, 
being fgarful of trouble if the cars and: 
the parade should happen to collide, re- 
quired the company to keep its the 
barn. The parade was a success in point 

/Of numbers and enthusiasm, about 
men heing-!In line. Ba and trans- 
parencies, carrying mottoes indorsing the 
strike and pronouncin 
pathetic movement, were 
throughout the column, which marched 
through many of the down-town streets 
from 4 to 6 o’clock. There was not the 
slightest evidence of disorder. No police- 
men were in the parade and none were 
needed. They were offered by Chief of Po- 
lice Campbell but declined x the les 
of the parade, who said the 
had for officers was to have the police- 
men Keep the non-union men from shoot- 
ing them. The parade showed a most en- 
thusiastic spirit, the marchers chout- 
ing and cheering as they tramped along.

The contemplated call for the sympa- 
thetic strike will not be issued in 
event beforé Monday, and possibly not 
then.

London, May 20.—It is reported 
that the Pretoria government has de- 
cided to sue to Lord Roberts for 
peace. While no confirmation of this 
rumor is at hand, it is generally 
credited. 


London May 20, 4:15 a. m.—Last night's 
court circular containg the following: - 

“The queen received on Friday night, 
with the greatest gratification and thank- 
fulness, the news of the relief of Ma- 
feking after a heroic defense of over sev- 
en months. by Baden-Powell and troops 
under his command.’’ 

Tte significance of this, which refers 
to the receipt by her majesty of a copy of 
the Associated Press Pretoria ‘lispatch, 
is that it ts the first official intimation of 
the relief of Mafeking, and it would not 
have been made had any doubts existed 
in the official mind as to the correctness 
of the news. 

Meanwhile, the usual Saturday night’s 
silence covers the seat of war. ‘The ca- 
bles are mainly composed «f reports of 
enthusiastic jubilation over the relief of 
Mafeking at various points in South Af- 
rica. A dispatch from Winburn, dated 
May 19th, says: 

“General tundie reached Trommel, 
tweniy-eight miles from here, on Fri- 
day, traversing exceedingly mountainous 
country. Commandant WVliver’s comman- 
do is several days ahead of him, but stray 
patrols of Boers are watching FPundle’s 
movements. His men are in cxcellent 
form, in spite of the long daily marches.”’ 

A dispatch from Pietermaritzburg says: 

“The occupation of New Castle by Gen- 
eral Buller has caused great jubliation. 
The magistrate and his staff, the mayor 
and corporatian have left for New Cas- 
tle. Many fleeing Boers have rone to the 
Free State by Muller’s pass. O:hers have 
one to Wakkerstroom. Most of them, 
owever, have gone north as a d‘sorgan- 
ized mob.”’ 

Spenser Wilkinson, reviewing the situa- 
tlon in South Africa for the Associated 
Press, at midnight, says: 

“The relief of Mafeking relieves Lord 
Roberts of an embarrassment. It was 
probably necessary for him to move north 
from Bloemfontein a little before he was 
quite ready in. order that his pressure 
On the Boers should prevent ‘Reir re- 
enforcing the, besiQrers or detailing large 
forces to arRest tue relief column.

The members of the board of health say 
that there is absolutely no danger of the 
development or the spread of the disease 
at San Francisco, but at the same time 
they do not propose ‘to take any chances

Dr. Buckley stated that unless the 
Chinese submit to the operations, a 
corps of police or soldiers will surroynd 
Chinatown and no one but those supplied 
with a proper certificate will be allowed 
to pass through the lines.

United Mine Workers of Alabama To 
Prepare a Wage Scale. 

Birmingham, Ala, May 19.—(SpeciaL)— 
The executive board of district No. 20, 
United Mine Workers of America, divi- 
sion of Alabama, at a meeting here today 
decided to call a state miners’ convention 
to meet in Birmingham on June 20th for 
the purpose of preparing a wage scale. 
The present wage contract between the 
miners and mine owners will expire July 
Ist.

| TLANTA will find the antidote to| 
A the recent Mr. Dresser in Edwin 
Markham. ‘“The Man with the Hoe” 
man is quite a different person from the 
apostle of silence, as those who go to 
hear him when he lectures this week be- 
fore the Daughters of the Confederacy will 
readily see. He is a sort of Hamlin 
Garland, too truly a child of the young 
and.unkempt west to ever be persuaded 
to adopt the eastern fashion of evening 
dress. An effort of his manager when 
he first started on lecturing tours, telling 
principally how he wrote “The Man with 
the Hoe,” to get him to wear evening 
clothes ended disastrously. The manager 
drilled the idea into him for days and 
finally convinced Mr. Markham there was 
something in what he said. But the poet 
was not entirely convinced. He said he'd 
compromise the matter and instead. of 
wearing a conventional sult he would 
wear an evening tie as a token of his de- 
ference to the conventions. When the 
first evening came and the manager be- 
held his star step forth upon the stage 
in all the glory of that new tie, he nearly 
fainted. There seemed to be a yard and 
a half of it, double width, bowed and 
owing and ruffling over the poet’s broad 
bosom. The manager gave up trying to 
teach his charge any of the ways of con- 
ventional society after that. 

Atlanta will find Mr. Markham a young- 
er man than his pictures showing him 
with snow white hair and beard would 
indicate. He is only forty-eight, al- 
though his whitened aspect, his deep set 
scholerly eyes and sober expression would 
indicate that he was sixty at the least. 
‘He is a westerner in every sense of the 
word. He was born west, reared there 
and until he came east last fall to reap 
the honors of his fame, he always lived 
there. ‘ His birth place was Oregon. He 
went to California, where he grew up 
and where he wrote all of his poems when 
he was quite young.’ He settled in a val- 
ley of that state so beautiful in the rich 
it was calculated 
to awaken the sense of poetry in a mind 
far less inclined to it than his. There 
amid the picturesque surroundings he 
spent his boyhood—a boyhood of compara- 
tive poverty. When he finally went to 
college to take the classical course he 
made his way through on money he had 
saved himself. . 

His business in life has been that of a 
teacher and only incidentally that of a 
literary man. He did very well as ed- 
ucator; was head of several excellent 
schools. Finally he became connected 
with the University of California, al- 


pacity. He never attracted much atten- 
tion outside of his own state until he 
wrote his now famous poem, ‘“‘The Man 
with the Hoe.” It was first published 
in California. The San Francisco papers 
reprinted it and all the talk about it 
finally attracted notice in New York and 
it was taken up there as a sensation. It 
was exploited in all the papers as the 
poem that had created such a furore in 
the west.

Many able critics have said of 
it that it is too preachy for good art; that 
it has too much of the sermon in {t to 
be a good poem. Mr. Richard Le Galliene, 
who though somewhat feminine in hig 
views is nevertheless a genuine artist has 
been one of those who are most uncom- 
promising in their views of the western 
poet. Mr. Le Galliene refuses to accept 
Mr. Markham’s sermons as poetry at all. 
He considers them as majestic tracts. 
suitable for distribution by the Hterary 
committee of a socialistic organization. 

Mr. Markham is undoubtedly soctalistic 
in his ideas. He likes the problems of 
society. He has found much to‘interest 
him in the mixed conditions of New York’s 
teeming east side. He likes to go through 
it, meeting those who typify the social 
conditjons that exist there. 

His trip to New York last winter de- 
cided Mr. Markham to give up educa- 
tional work and take up literature serious- 
ly. He found such a degree of appreci- 
ation cf his work when he went east 
last winter that he extended a trip orig- 
inally intended to be short into several 
months’ duration. Now he has decided 
to go east to live and has selected a 
home in Brooklyn. He was amazed to 
find what fame awaited him in the east.

Madame t Le Vert, 


OME philosopher has said “that the 
S wen is but a mirror, if we scowl at 

it. it scowls again at us; if we smile 
at it, it is ever ready to smile at us.’ T9 
Madame Le Vert the world has indced 
been but a mirror, she has seen her own 
Smiling image reflected ever upon its 
polished surface. 

Madame Octavia Walton Le Vert in her 
day was more widely known than any 
other woman in America. The grand- 
child of George Walton, who was both 
sage and soldier in the revolution and 
whose name is immortal on the chart 
of American freedom. Madame Le Vert 
was the daughter of George Walton, the 
second son of the signer of independ- 
ence. Her mother was Miss Sallie Minge 
Walker, the daughter of an eminent 
lawyer of Georgia. To her mother’s bril- 
liant gifts and accomplishments the 
world is, no doubt, indebted for many of 
the characteristics of her distinguished 
daughter. Octavia Walton was born at 
Bellevue, near Augusta, Ga., in 1810. 
Bellevue was afterwards sold to the gov- 
ernment, the house removed and the 
buildings at the United States arsenal 
now occupy its former site. 

Colonel Walton, the father of Octavia, 


“was appointed in 1822 governor of Florida, 


so her first memories are of the sunshine 
and flowers of Pensacola; in her own 
words, she “has dear recollections of the 
orange and live oak trees shading the 
broad veranda. Of the fragrant acacia, 
Oleander and cape jessamine trees, which 
filled the parterre sloping down to the 
sea beach, of merry races with my broth- 
er along the white sands while the 
creamy waves broke over my feet and 
‘the delicious breeze from the gulf played 
in my hair."” Octavia was never placed 
within the walls of a school room; her 
mother and grandmother, both women of 
intellect and cultivation, vied with each 
other in developing her earlfer mental life 
and private tutors were provided to meet 
the needs of her advance. She and her 
brother pursued their studies for years 
under the eye of an old Scotchman, a fine 
classic scholar and linguist. Before the 
age of. twelve she could write and con- 
verse in three languages with facility;. so 
unusual was her talent as a linguist that 
it was the custom of her father to take 
her to his office to translate from the 
French and Spanish the most important 
letters connected with affairs of state.

daughter, called it by the Indian name 
of Tallahassee, meaning ‘“‘beautiful land.” 

Among many incidents of her early life 
she remembered an interview with La- 
fayette on the occasion of his last visit 
to America. After the arrival and grand 
reception of Lafayette at Mobile, Octa- 
via and her mother were presented by 
the committee of arrangements. The lit- 
tle fair-haired envoy placed in his hands 
a miniature of her grandfather, to whom 
she bore a striking resemblance. For 
some minutes he gazed upon both pic- 
tures In silence, then bursting into tears, 
caught the child to his heart, exclaim- 
ing, “That living image of my brave and’ 
noble friend.”’ A long and interesting in- 
terview ensued, the young Octavia hold- 
ing him spellbound with her piquant and 
fluent use of the French language. He 
then folded her again to his heart and 
blessed her fervently, remarking to a gen- 
tleman as she left the room: “A truly 
wonderful child. I predict for her a bril- 
lian future.’’ Oracular words which the 
records of years have more than confirm- 
ed. Octavia Walton’s father removed to 
Mobile in 1836, where he held for two 
years the office of mayor and subsequently 
filled various important positions. 

Not long after their removal to Mo- 
bile, Octavia, with her mother and broth- 
er, made a tour of the United States. 
These were the good old days of stage 
coaches, when travelers thrown together 
had ample time to cultivate affinities or 
antipathies. It so happened that the 
party became greatly interested in a 
strange gentleman, who took his seat 
among them each morning. He was in 
the meridian of life, of a most gracious 
Presence, had evidently been the round 
world over, was possessed of a fund of 
humor and anecdote and conversed with 
clearness and elegance. The unknown 
continued to grow in favor, especially 
with the young Octavia, whose vivacious 
intelligence seemed very much to delight 
him. One day the stranger, while de- 
scribing in his graphic way a bull fight, 
which he had witnessed, dwelt particular-

in connection. With a moment’s thought 
Octavia’s whole face brightened and she 
cried: “You are Washington Irving.” 
“And pray, why am I Washington Irvy- 
ing?’ “‘Because,” she replied, “‘a gentle- 
man of New Orleans told me of this iden- 
tical incident and added that Washington 
Irving stood by his side when he wit- 
nessed it.’’ 


5° was here revealed the genial writer 


of the “Sketch, Book,” no gtranger after 


her first experience as a traveler. From 
that time to her death her life was jour- 
nalized. With this began a friendship 
which was only interrupted by the,death 
of Mr. Irving. He became her fathful 
correspondent, and watched her career 
with fatherly interest and twice claimed 
her as his guest. Their last interview at 
Sunnyside was filled with reminiscent 
chat. \At parting he said softly: at feel 
as if the sunshine was all going away 
with you, child.”” It was their last meet- 
ing on earth and this beautiful tribute 
was always cherished by her with a most 
sacred value, 

At this stage commenced the remark- 
able career of Octavia Walton, as a social 
genius, who gave her name its celebrity. 
Possessing the entree of the most select 
circles in ench city of the unicn, she sud- 
denjy awoke to the fact that she held also 
@ magic Key to the human hearts, and 
could sway at will the mvods and emo- 
tions of those who surrounded her. She 
was crowreéed reigning belle by accluma- 
tion; a title which is so often ‘worn by the 
weak and frivolous has ever done injus- 
tice to the high-toned and comprehensive 
character of Octavia Walton. That she 
was more than a belie is proved by the 
fact that her name was never. spoken 
lightly, and it was sald that she was never 
known to speek or act an unkindcnéss. 
Frederika Bremer calls her “Sweet Rose 
of Florida.” She received many offers of 


marriage from distinguished persons, and 
es among her rejecved suitors na 
€ss a personage than a presiden 
she married Dr. Henry ie Vert. or Mo 
bile, a man equally noted for His profes- 
Sional skill and high moral wprih. Many 
noble acts of his are recorded in the low- 
liest walks of his profession; in these 
generous mMinistrations he found a willing 
coadjutor in Madame Le Vert. Ste could 
preside witn equal grace and effectiveness 
in the crowded drawing rooms of fashion 
and by the beside of the suffering poor, 
Her first sorrow came’ in 1849 with the 
death of her only brother, a man of rare 
personal and intellectual graces, to whum 
her very sou) was knitted. Six weeks 
after two sweet children were taken. 
Prostrated in body and fout by fhese 
bereavements, she secluded herself for 
three years from society. In the summer 
of 1553, yielding to the solicitations of 
friends, she accepted an invitation from 
the duke of Rutland, and accompanied by 
her father snd daughter, sailed for Eng- 
jand. Madame Le Vert received marked 
attentions wherever she went. N. P, 
Willis said there probably never was a 
more signal success in the way of access 
to foreign society, friendly attentions 
from the nobility and notice from royalty. 
She undoubtedly owed to her friend, Lady 
Emiline Worthy, the cordiality of ner first 
reception, but to her own magnetic per- 
Sonality is due the rest. She visited all 
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the most interesting cities of Hurope, at- 
tended a state ball at Windsor and one 
in Paris. 

_ In 1854 she returned to America. - After 
spending one year in the quiet of her old 
home. was persuaded to revisit Furope 
with her husband ard darghter. Out of 
these tours grew the _/ Souvenirs of 
Travel,’ to which we are indebted for 
such impressions of European life as 
‘could have come to us through no other 
medium. Made up of familiar leiters to 
her mother, the book has all the fresh- 
nes@ andj vivacity of the author's own 
self. Our author does not use the skill 
which she réally possesses in delineating 
character. It does not consist with her 
abounding charity to be. nicely eriical, 
she gleans from the surface whatever 
seems fair, and leaVes the rest for those 
who have a taste for uncomfortable dis- 
coveries. While in France, Madame Le 
Vert met tnd was entertained by Lamar- 
tine. She was describing in her own way 
a-recent sojourn in Spain, end as she 
paused, he said earnestly: “Madame, you 
have a gift of which you are unaware, 
you are a natural improvisatrice. But 


/ you oanngot be an improvisatrice, because 


you are not an Italian, but you can be a 
writer. You can fill with pleasure the 
hearts of your nation by describing to 
them what you have seen, as you are now 
delighting me.’’ So Laimartine first sug- 
gested this beok of European travel. 
Madame Le Vert translated many pam- 
phiets as well as. novels. Dumas’s ‘‘Mus- 
keteers” was translated in a most faith- 
ful and ¢cpirited manner. 

Her residence in Mobile wes on Gover- 
nor street, in one of the most convenient 
localities. She had an immense library 
and many rare works of art. She re- 
Spected andcherished all genius and 
merit, however humble its condition or 
origin. Whoever had taient and moral 
worth had a claim upon her. Im conver- 
sation she never flagged, yet never ut- 
tered a commonplace. We can hive no 
better proof of the extended fame and 
popularity of Madame Le Vert than the 
fact that she was the capital in trade of 
all rhymesters, newspaper men and school 
boy ‘and girl compositions. At the close 
of the war reverses came in fortune, to- 
gether with her husband's death. She led 
a most secluded life for years. Friends 
urged her to go north; £0, with her 
daughter, in New York, at the Coleman 
house, she was the center of a literary 
and fashioneble circle. 

In December, 1876, Madame Le Vert was 
called to Augusta. Ga., by the death of 
her youngest daughter, Netta. She was 
prostrated with gries, and died the fel- 
lowing Merch, 1877, near the place of her 
birth. on the Hill. 


Incidents of a Woman 
Doctor's Work in China 


HINA has an ingenious, intelligent 

and industrious people. Education 

is spurred on by emoluments of 
office, open to every child in the empire 
who wins lMterary distinction. The liter- 
ate are the aristocracy. In the face of all 
their antipathy to foreigners, foreign 
civilization and enterprise are rapidly 
transforming ‘the port qaities. There is an 
eager demand for English and the west- 
ern sciences, which are taught im our 
universities there, 

Nevertheless, because of an alien on the 
throne, a spirit of rebellion permeates the 
entire empire. The great secret organiza- 
tion, known as the “Vegetarians,” are 
‘taking advantage of this unrest, and by 
rapine and murder, making the empire 
an easy prey to the greed of the more 
civilized nations. — 

The debasing effects of idglatry are unl- 
versal. The condition of her women alone 
measure her strength. There is no com- 
-pulsory human sacrifiee, but a widow may 
voluntarily commit suicide. To illustrate: 

A childless widow, dressed in scarlet 
and gold, in a richly decorated chair, was 
earried through the streets, to invite the

Hundreds of both sexes, {n holiday 
attire. attended the woman. She ascend- 
ed the scaffold, welcomed the crowd, then 
partook of a repast prepared for her. An 
infant was placed upon the table and she 
caressed and adorned itt with a necklace 
she had’ worn herself. The woman then 
took a basket containing rice, herbs and 
flowers, and while scattering them among 
the crowd, made a short address, thank- 
ing them for their attendance, A salute 
of bombards announced the arrival of the 


) timé of the execution. The victim ascer- 


tained the fitness of the noose by de- 
liberately placing her head into it, then, 
withdrawing her head, bade a final adieu, 
readjusted the noose, threw a red hand- 
kerchief over her head, and the supports 
were taken away. With extraordinary 
self-possession tthe dying woman clasped 
her hands. before her and continued to 
hold them out toward the people until the 
convulsions of strangulation lessened. 

If a. woman is the mother of sons, is 
faithful to the idols and patiently endures 
all suffering the Chinese believe she may 
be reborn into the soul of a man, Herein 
lies her only hope of heaven. She has 
no redress, however grievous the wrong 
done her, but to take her owm life. But 
if she does this for any reason except as 
a sacrifice on account of her widowhood, 
she is denied a coffin at burial, cannot be 
reincarnated as a man, but must g0 
through eternity a naked, hungry, home- 
less wanderer. Hard indeed must be the 
life which drives her to this step. 

Another case: On account of brutal 
treatment by her husband a woman at- 
tempted to take her life by cutting her 
throat. Nine days afterwards she was 
brought to me, delirious from pain and 
starvation. The wound was one with 
sloughing edges, nearly dividing the 
‘trachea and oesophagus 7% ‘inches in 
length and 1% inches in width. On either 
side the carotid arteries and jugular veins 
were exposed. 

Again I was called to see a woman whom 
the messenger said had “cut off her 
tongue with a pair of scissors.” I found 
“her jn almost a state of collapse from‘loss 
of blood and I had to ligate the lingual 
artery before I could suture the wound. 

But the cMldren are the principal suf- 
ferers by heathenism. Foot binding is 
begun when a child is four or five years 
old. It takes two strong women to hold 
the child and for the first mine months the 
little sufferer rarely sleeps save from ex- 
haustion. If the work is scientifically 
done no bad results follow; if unskillful 

operators bandage the foot gangrene is 
the result. I have had to amputate toes, 
sometimes the entire foot, of a child, 
Foot binding is a badge of birth and so- 
cla] distinction. This idea is held by male 
children. One little girl about seven 
years old was brought to me with £an- 
grenous toes. Before she was put under 
the influence of chloroform she was very 
anxious to know whether I would cut off 
her feet or not. I drew from her that the 
reason for not wanting to lose her feet 
was that they might be bound again. 

The Chinese are entirely ignorant of 
surgery, because they know nothing of 
the human body, believing it to be sacri- 
lege to cut or mar the remains after 
death. They have many remedies, a few 
of “Which are efficiently and wisely used, 
but there is no science in Chinese medi- 
Cine. They administer insects of various 
kinds; finger nails and tiger's teeth are 
sometimes given amd al] sorts of foul 
decoc s. It is belleved that disease is 
communicated by evil spirits. Often the 
first thing given a newborn babe is a dose 
of cinnabar, to purge i of evil spirits. 
Sometimes, because of an overdose, the 
child is poisoned. I have had a few such 
brought to me, with almost every joint 
in the body displaced. 

The largest part of Chinese medicine 
consists of sorcery, iMcantationgs and 
sacrifices to iKlois. I was called to see a 
woman sick unto death. I told her hus- 
band J could do nothing for her, but I was 
importuned to stay all day and far into 
the night, just to do what I could to alle- 
viate suffering. About 10 p m. I heard 
the voices of Many people in the gpen 

assistam sald: 


court outside. My Chinese 
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public ‘to see her hang herself. She hoped | 
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“Do not be troubled; this is a great idol- 
atrous family and very wealthy; they, 
liavé called a sorcerer.” On looking out I 
saw at least a hundred people gathered 
about a man, who looked a demon incar- 
nate. He was nude to the waist, his long 
black hair disheveed, frothing at the 
mouth and running hither and yon about 
the court. Suddenly he sat down and be- 
fan to speak. I listened. eagerly, hoping 
he would advise the family to dismiss me, 
but to my dismay his first words were: 
“The woman will live if you keep the 
foreign doctor.’’ I knew then I must re- 
main until they chose to let me go, for 
“was not this the voice of the gods?’ 
Soon the sorcerer came in with a pan of 
live coals and passed them over my head 
and over the head of the dying woman in 
order to exortise any evil spirit which 
might pogsess either my patient or my- 
self. The family finally permitted me to 
go with the assurance that they realized 
I was ealled too late, but had done all 
that could be done. The Chinese have all 
the qualities of mind and heart which 
make up a noble nature when enlightened 
by Christianity. They have only good will 
toward Americans. The name of my 
country and my tifle of physician- were 
safe passports for me even in troublous 
times.

' The Library and the School, — 


HE May number of The Southern 

Educational Journal, whose library 

department is edited by Miss Anne 
Wallace, containg interesting matter con- 
cerning Hbrary work as follows: 

The following paper prepared by Miss 
Margaret Flynn, of the apprentice class 
of the Carnegie library of Atlanta, will 
be of general interest to the teachers of 
the state, showing as it does the intimate 
relation between the school and the li- 
brary. The systematic work which is be- 
ing done by the public libraries of this 
country to gain the presence of the 
children and to inculcate the love of good 
reading among the young, is one of the 
leading factors in the sociological work 
of the century and deserves the careful 
attehtion and sympathy ofall educators, 

Miss Flynn's article will be followed 
by a treatment of the children’s room. 
which is now an important department 
of every modern well equipped Ijbrary. 
RELATION OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 

TO THE PUBLIC SCHOOL. 

“ "The school trains the child in the use 
of his powers and faculties, teaches Him 
how to learn; the library is the store- 
house of wisdom.’ The object of the 
public library is to promote thé welfare 
of the general public, or in other words, 
‘The best books ‘for the greatest number 
at the least cost.” How can this be done 
better than by co-operation with that 
other great factor of universal. culture, 
the public school? 

“It has been proved that two-thirds of 
the children go to schoo! six years in 
the north, five in the west, and three 
in the south. Suppose these children to 
go out into the world with no other edu- 
cation” than the six, five or three years, 
poring over textbooks, what will he the 
result? Let us consider. on the other 
hand, that they have been taught to 
supplement their school work by outside 
reading, and encouraged to go to the lis 
brary and to feel at home there. Is it 
not reasonable to suppose that they will 
earnestiy endeavor to complete their In- 
terrupted education by means of this 
treasure house of teachers? Will not 
their leisure hours be spent in this tem- 
ple of culture, whose mere atmosphere 
must inspire to higher things? 

“It is greatly to be deplored that there 
are still some teachers who so misunder- 
stand their profession as to think that 
teaching means hearing the pupils recite 
verbatim, with no originality, no 
enlargement, the dry, hard facts of the 
prescribed textbooks, and the result ts 
stupidity. But we are thankful that such 
teachers are few, that the majority have 
awakened to the fact that textbooks are 
palatable and digestible only when salted 
with collateral literature, 

“With the expansion in school work, 
the requirements for outside reading, in- 
creasing essay work, the demand for 
books has outgrown the resources of the 
best equipped schoo] libraries. Moreover 
good administration, upon which any li- 
brary, however large or small, is depend- 
ent, can be had only with great addi- 
tional expense. This difficulty has been 
overcome by the loan of collections of 
bogks by the public library. The co-op- 
eration of the teacher and librarian, to- 
gether with the seemingly limitless re- 
sources of the library, make a collection 
“ nearly perfect for the purpose as pos- 
sible. 

“It is quite true that teachers are al- 
ready overcrowded with work, but they 
should realize from the first that the time 
and effort spent in working with the 
lIbrarian will be rewarded tenfold in 
the interest and development of the 
child. The librarian, or assistant, who 
has charge of this work should be thor- 
oughly familiar with the course of study 
in the various classes-ds well as being 
in touch with juvefille literature: but 
even then, it is the teacher who must 
advise as to the personnel of her par- 
ticular class. Many mothers are either 
too careless or’ too ignorant to supervise 
their children’s reading, and think that 
their duty in an educational way is done 
when they see that the little ones attend 
school regularly and have the required 
textbooks. Here again is work for the 
librarian, but through the teacher. It is 
the latter who must gain the interest 
of the mother in her child’s work. The 
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school, heretofore a bugbear, would te. 
come a veritable paradise if, for instance, 
when studying India in the geography, 
the small boy goes to the library for 
something about India for himseif, and 
also, some book on that subject for his 
mother. These two will revel in Kipling 
and Mrs. Steel, compare notes and discuss 


) the manners and custOms of that strange 


and. 

“In cities where the distances afe not 
too great, it is much more beneficial 
have the child go to the library for ls 
books than to have them sent to the 
school, 
that he becomes acquainted with ways 
of the library and learns to Jove it. The 
contact with great numbers of books fs 
advantageous; hé sees men and womens 
about him earnest in the pursuit of iit. 
erary advancement; he appreciates the 
labor that has been put on the catalogis 
and bulletin for his convenience; {he 
pictures that have been placed therg for 
his pleasure and education; he learng the 
use of indexes, dictionaries, referéfite 
books, etc., which will be of inéstimable 


‘value to him in later years. 


“At the Haverhill, Mass., public library, 
each teacher Is allowed to take six books 
from the library, five of which are for 
school work. In addition to this a I- 
brary of fifty books is sent to every 
school too far distant to permit of the 
pupils using the main library, and thete 
books may be kept during a whole term 
without renewal. Much attention has 
been paid to out-of-school reading, eath 
pupil being asked every little while for 4 
list of the books he has read and. bis 
opinion of them. 

‘The Pawtucket, R. L, report says that 
each child has a library card and eath 
teacher has six. Subjects for regwaf 
work are sent to the library in advanee 
and books relating to them are collected 
in accessible places where teachers and 
pupils are heartily welcomed.

The Fate of Georgia 


Colonial Documents 


T the request of ths state regent, 
Ax Bell Bayliss, chapter regent at 

Kingston, sends to The Constitution 
the folowing interesting account of ‘“‘The 
Fate of Georgia’s Coloaial Documents:”’ 

“One of the most famous plantations in 
Bartow county is Spring Bank, the Home 
of the late Charles Wallace Howard, 
whose widespread reputation as a sa- 
vant caused the state of Georgia to se- 
cure his services in obtaining her colo- 
rial records from England. 

“During a morning call which T recently 
made on the Misses Howard, who reside 
at the oid homestead, the conversation 
turned to the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, and the great difficulty ex- 
perienced by those Interested in the his- 
tory of our state in obtaining records 
on authentic documents to aid in their 
researches, that it was, in fact, an im- 
poss Sle task. 

“To tnink those very records were in 
this house at one time!” exclaimed Miss 
Howara, 

“Of course I was deeply interested and, 
in answer to my eager inquiry, Miss 
Sally Howard very kindly furnisbed me 
the following information: 

“Sixty-two years ago my father was 
sent to London by the state of Georgia 
to colect the colonial documents for 
this state. He was there a year. In 
virtue of his official position, he was pres- 
ent in Westminster abbey at Victoria's 
coronation. Intending to write a history 
of Georgia during the first year of the 
civil war, he obtained the documents 
from Governor Brown at Milledgeville, 
which Was then the capital; but, instead 
of writing, he entered the tonfederate 
army, and while stationed at Savannah 
heard of Forrest's capture of Straight at 
Rome, and fearing another raid might be 
more successful, ordered the books. sent 
to Milledgeville, which was promptly 
dcne. Some years’ since Professor 
Scomp had these books.at his house; 
the house burned down and the books 
with it. 

“Professor Scomp stated he found them 
at the capitol lying on the floor in a 
moidy and disgraceful condition. They 
cost the state $7,000. 

“During my father’s investigations in 
London he came upon some curtous facts 
concerning the insanity’ of George III. 
The government officials were so annoyed 
that his researches were stopped; and 
it was only with great difficulty he was 
finally allowed to resume them, and was 
told to make the best of his opportunity, 
since never again would they be submit- 
ted to inspection. 

“Colonel Howard serwed his state as a 
gallant officer, and his charming, culti- 
vated daughters were equally brave. 
‘They also serve who only stand and 
wait,’ dispensing comfort and encourage- 
ment to alb with whom they come in con- 
tact, 

“Alas for war! 

“We now keenly feel the loss of that 
history one éould have Written so well 
as Colonel Howard. 

“BELL BAYLESS.” 

Bishop Stevens, in the preface to his 
History *of Georgia published in 1847, has 
the following to say in reference to the 
appointment of Colonel Howard on the 
important mission of securing the colon- 
lal records of Georgia: 

“‘By virtue of a resolution of the Geor- 
gia legislature, passed December 23, 1837, 
the governor appointed the Rev. Charles 
Wallace Howard an agent of the state, 
to repair to London‘ for the purpose of 
procuring the colonial records or copies 
thereof, now in the colonial department of 
Great Britain, that relate to the history 
and settlement of this state.’’ 

By the further liberality of the same 
body, the papers which were the result 
of his mission, were placed in my library 
tor the purpose of preparing the history. 

These documents fill twenty-two large 
folio volumes, averaging over 200 closely 
written pages each. Fifteen are from the 
otfice of the board of trade; six from the 
state paper office, and one from the king's 
library. 

The Rev. George White, in the preface 
to “The Historical Collections of Geor- 
gia,’’ published in 1855, makes mention of 
‘the colonial documents kindly furnished 
me by the legislature of Georgia to aid in 
the compilation of this work.”’ 

1 think that Colonel C, C. Jones some- 
where acknowledges his indebtedness to 
these records, but I find no mention of 
them in the preface to ‘‘Dead Towns in 
Georgia,’’ published in 1878, or to the His- 
tory of Georgia, published in 1883. 

While we are amazed at the lax care 
given by the state to such precious docu- 
ments—costing more than $300 per volume 
—it is certain that Dr. Scomp was the 
fourth or fifth person to whose keeping 
these records were entrusted by the leg- 
islature. But for such permission, two 
at least of the invaluable histories of 
Georgia wou-.u not have contaired their 
admirable aecounts of its colonial period. 
Yet, in the light of the Scomp disaster, 
how unpardonable such carelessness 
seems! The historical mohammed is gen- 
erally compelled to resort to the moun- 
As we are not aware of the date 
of the burning, we know not who is to 
blame, but what possible excuse can there 
be for the condition in which Mr. Scomp 
says he found those records?

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Woman in the Hospital. 


One evidence of the increasing interest 
that women are manifesting in that most 
beautiful professional career—trained 
nursing—was seen last week in the tirst 
graduation exercises of the training school 
for nurses of the Grady hospital. 

With the rapid improvements in the 
science and the general demand for only 
the best educated of these executors of 
the physician's will, the women of the 
south, who are probably best fitted by 
temperament and choice to perform the 
gentle and unselfish offices of the sick 
have turned their attention to the 
Scientific study of the subject, as to a wor- 
thy pursuit that in spite of its unusual 
intellectual reguirements is never de- 
clared without woman's sphere. 

To receive the requiste training for nos- 
pital work many of the young women of 
the south have gone north to study in the 
large hospitals and training schools there, 
because at Frome there was_no opportunity 
for such study. 

With the establishment in Atlanta, 
howevre, of a training school whose stu- 
dents were this first year obliged to pass 
an examination for graduation such as is 
given to applicants for physician’s diplo- 
mas in the medical colleges of the coun- 
try, there is no reason wny the southern 
girl’s necessity of north for the 
purpese should continue to be. Here in 
Atlanta is an instituticn whose instructive 
ability is equal to that of any northern 
training school, and whose success in its 
as yet brief career vives every reason for 
the prediction that Atlanta has good op- 
portunity to take ths place in the south 
for the education of hospital nurses that 
Philadelphia in the north and 
Chicago in the west.

probably the Italian language lends itself 
most gracefully to the demands of musi- 
cal roles. but the English lyrics, if care- 
fully prepared with a regard for the 
singer, can be quite as effective and cer- 
tainly more interesting to English-speak- 
ing audiences. The English translation 
of French and Italian opera, of course, 
must and will be the very best, and pro- 
vided that the Hbrettos be skilfully ar- 
ranged, I cannot see that there are any 
great difficulties in the way of prescent- 
ing English opera. 

There is an impression, possibly, that 
the English language will interfere with 
the phrasing of certain passages in operas 
that have, according to tradition, been 
sung in French and Italian, and I may 
say German, but I think the impression 
is false. If the lyrics are so written as 
to balance the musical value of an oper- 
atic score, the singer will not find any 
change in the original arrangement-of the 
music.. To those singers who already 
speak English fluently. I should think 
there would be an added advantage, in the 
opportunity afforded them to make their 
impersonations and their stage business 
clearly comprehensive to the audiences. 

“The leading roles of grand opera are 
of very great ‘dramatic interest; but be- 
Cause audiences do not, as a whole, under- 
stand Italian or French or German, a 
great deal of the singer’s dramatic work 
is not understeod. This disadvantage to 
artists who devote much attention to their 
acting will be, of course, overcome in 
English opera.’”’

Attempt Was First Made To 
Waylay . Them, 


THRILLING. EXPERIENCE 


Sip Justice Hid In Woods for Mrs, 
Lettle Brown and Niece, 


WAS ARRESTED BY CAR CONDUCTOR

Affair Occurred Yesterday Morning 
About 11 O’Clock—Justice Was 
Arrested and Was Fined 
$100.75 in Police 
Court. 


While walking to their home north of 
Atlanta yesterday morning about ll 
o'clock Mrs. Lettie Brown and Miss Sal- 
lie Lamdon were chased by a negro, who 
had first laid in wait for the two ladies. 
The affair was immediately reported to 
the police, and City Detective Ozburn 
went to work on the case. 

The guilty negro, who afterwards gave 
his name as Sip Justice, attempted to 
return to the city on a trolley car, and 
wag recognized by his intended victims, 
who hailed the passing edr and pointed 
out Justicé to the conductor, who made 
the arrest and turned the negro over to 
Detective Ozburn. 

Justice was taken to the police barracks 
and locked up between 12 and 1 o'clock. 

The affair created great excitement in 
the neighborhood where it occurred, and 
but for the negro boarding a car in the 
attempt to reach the city, he might have 
been caught by residents in North At- 
lanta and roughly handled, 

Justice denied his guilt, and tried to 
prove an alibi; but the two iadles were 
positive he was thé man who waited to 
waylay them, and who afterwards chased 
them through the woods. 

Mrs. Brown resides at her country home 
in a settlement north of Atlanta, which 
is knowns as Simsville. Yesterday morn- 
ing she and her niece, Miss Lamdon, went 
to visit neighbors, and started home 
about 11 o’clock. <A portion of their waik 
was within Piedmont Park district, which 
had been incorporated for police pul poses, 
and it was within this district that the 
negro chased them. 

Passed Through Lonely Woods. 

In returning home the ladies had to pass 

through a skirt of woods removed from 
any habitation. It is in a valley, and is 
a very lonely spot. 
# As they walked along the ladies noticed 
a negro coming up behind them walking 
very fast. He appeared to be almost in 
a run. He passed the ladies, almost 
knocking Mrs. Brown down as he brush- 
ed by her. 

Mrs. Brown and her niece were suspl- 
Clous of the negro’s actions, and they 
watched him as he continued his hurried 
walk ahead of them. They saw him go 
down the hill into the valley, where he 
quickly stepped aside into a clump of 
bushes. 

The ladies walked a short distance fur- 
ther. until they satisfied themselves the 
negro had left the road and wag hiding. 
They then turned and started ck up the 
hill in the direction they had just come. 
Looking back thev saw the negro com- 
ing after them. They were thoroughly 
frightened, and ran as fast as they could. 

The negro commenced to run, but a 
wagon coming from the city caused him 
to give up the chase and he again turned 
into the woods, 

Mrs. Brown and Miss Liaamdon con- 
tinued to walk toward the city. 

Negro Boarded a Car. 

Sip Justice boarded a ear not far from 
where the incident had occurred, and 
the car he was on passed Mrs. Bfown and 
her niece. Mrs. Brown called to the con- 
ductor as if she wanted to take the car, 
and when it stopped she quietly informed 
the conductor what the negro on the 
car had done. The conductor placed Jus- 
tice under arrest and held him until the 
city was reached and Detective Ozburn 
took the prisoner. 

Justice was arraigned in the police court 
yesterday afternoon, and Mrs. Brown and 
her niece were present to give in evidence 
the story ag told. They were both posi- 
tive that Justice was the negro who tried 
to waylay them and then chased them 
several hundred: yards. 

When asked what he wanted to gay, 
Justice denied that he was the negro to 
whom the ladies referred to in their 
testimony. - 

What the Prisoner Had To Say. 

“l was working nearly all morning,” 
said the prisoner, ‘‘and I can prove where 
I was about 11 o’colck.”’ 

Justice failed to explain why he was 
so near the car line and the place where 
the affair occurred. 

He is a very tall negro, and one whose 

identity is easily recalled. 
_ Recorder Broyles said that while the 
evidence showed Justice had been guilty 
of following the ladies and running after 
‘them, it was not of that character which 
would make out a case of assault. 

“TT will fine Justice $100 and costs of 
court,”’ said the recorder, “‘which is the 
heaviest penaity I can inflict under the 
city ordinances, and I will just remark 


that the prisoner had better thank bls 
stars that he gets off so light.”

The smart man who byys !s 
worse than the ignorant negro who sells 
his vote. When Stephen A. Douglass 
ran against Idncoln for congress he tried 
to degrade him in a public speech by say- 
ing that the first time he ever saw his 
opponent he was keeping a saloon in a 
one-horse-town. ‘‘Yes,’’ replied Lincoln, 
“T remember that.

THE RELIGIOUS QUESTION 
IN THE PHILIPPINES 


In the current number of The New 
York eh ge eB General Thomas M. 
Anderson, U. A., advances some ex- 
cellent ideas on “The Religious Question 
in the Philippines.”” On account of the 
timeliness of the discussion we present 
the article in full. Says General Anier- 
son : 

“I have been requested by some in- 
fluential Filipinos to make a statement 
in their behalf. They profess to wish to 
see a just and stable government estab- 
lished in the Phillippines under American 
administration. Their statement is in 
effect that they believe a majority of 
their people wish to see peace restored 
and some form of autonomous government 
inaugurated for them by us. Such a gov- 
ernment, they say, “Vill be accepted in 
good faith. But they assert, and this is 
the gravamen of the matter, that while 
there is a bitter feeling against certain 
religicus orders, nevertheless, the great 
mass of the people of the islands are 
sincere Roman Cathotics, and that any 
attempt on the part of our government 
to enc urage a crusade against their re- 
ligion would arouse 4 bitter and fanatical 
epirit of opposition, This they submit, 
might become se widespread and intense 
as to rekindle the fires of insurrection and 
bring about the most deplorable of all 
wars, a religious war. My friends, for 
such I believe them to be, say they fear 
and dread this and sincerely deprecate 


it. So far by request. 
“T now beg leave to submit a few state- 


ments in explanation. 

“We, of course, all x<now that our gov- 
ernment does not interfere in religious 
controversies or conteacdions.

The Solemn Rite a Part of the Hard- 
shell Communion—No Laugh- 


ing Matter. 


For The Constitution. 

It was a sweet relief to get away from 
everything political and spend a day 
among the good old Hardshells. 

From time immemortal the second Sat- 


urday and Sunday in May has been a 
great occasion at the old church of Hard- 
eman and me and Brown seldom miss 
being there. Hardeman is an old-time 


‘meeting house and the people who gather 


there have nothing of the taint of new 


fangied ways and fashion. From every 
direction these good people gather, some 
in buggies, some in wagons, some a-horse- 
back and some afoot. At the church they 
rest under the trees in groups, the men 
to themsélves and the women together, 
and what is not learned about the matters 
of the settlements is not worth learning. 
Altogether the time before the meeting 
begins is the most soclable time ever 
enjoyed by the country people. Pass 
among these groups 4nd learn the news. 
If any have died you will know it speedily 
and learn all the characteristics of the 
departed one’s life. If any are sick they 
are missed and talked about and more 
than apt you will hear of the doctor 
who is attending them, of the medicine 
they are using and all the particulars of 
the sick room. @f any have married lately 
you are sure to hear of this and you are 
sure to find out the opinions of the people 
on the prospects of the match. If the 
has come any new babies into the ho..™:; 
you will learn all about them—their sex, 
the color of their eyes and whether the 
babe takes after the father’s side of the 
house or the mother’s. Such gossip as this 
furnishes a pleasant pastime till the ar- 
rival of the preacher and then very soon 
a song is started inside the church and 
the groups break up and gather there. 

There is nothing strange in all of this 
to people who have been in the habit of 
attending these old-time meetings, but 
that a congregation should remain all 
these simple and delightful manners with- 
out a taint of modern progress, right at 
the gates of the most progressive city of 
the south, may strike many as a thing 
not expected and a thing not the best to 
be desired. To me and Brown there was 
nothing strange or out of place, but it 
was all full of pleasantries and stirred up 
the most delightful memories. The very 
squat of the men in rings, whittling as 
they talked, was a thing of pleasure for 
us to look upon. The preacher’s coming 
and his motions as he tied his horse to 
a swinging Hmb and then passed among 
the ‘‘brothers’’ and ‘“sisters’’ shaking 
hands was a feast to us. There could be 
nothing but a fountain of the happiest 
memories stirred by the sight of all these 
old customs, to reach the climax when 
there rolled from the churth the sweet 
melody of voices as they sing— 


“All hail the power of Jesus’s name, 
Let angels prostrate fall; 

Bring forth the royal diadem — 
And crown Him Lord of all.” 


These voices—this tenor, bass and treble 
—carried us back to the good old times, 
to the glorious scenes and the happy folks 
of the long, long years ago, and we lived 
again over the time that we had so 
carelessly passed, but which we have long 
since learned were the happiest moments 
ever alloted to our life. We got inside 
early ‘and then watched the rest as they 
poured in through a door at the end for 
the males and a door at the side for the 
females. The boys and girls were our 
special delight as we watched their com- 
ing in. The sweetest memorics swelled 
in our hearts as some pretty girl who re- 
minded of one we Knew in the long ago 
swept up the aisle and crowded between 
the benches among her mates. One sweet 
thought after another crowded upon us 
as the crowd had settled and were waiting 
for the services to begin. There seemed 
to be a special place allotted for the young 
mothers who were there with their pretty 
babies, and these bables crowed or cried 
or laughed just as they pleased and not 
a, single person seemed disturbed at «what- 
ever they done. It was especially delight- 
ful to watch with what pride these young 
mothers handled their pretty babes and 
with what taste they had worked the 
lacing in thelr pretty garments. These 
mothers have a right to be proud and 
old Hardeman has a right to be congrat- 
ulated that these bables can be brought 
to the church without disturbing the con- 
gregation or the preacher. Especially did 
the preachers on Sunday—there were 
three—impress us that they had no fear 
of not being heard, and .I may as well 
remark, by way of parenthesis, that it 
was no trouble to hear them. 

These good people of Hardeman have 
meeting days on every second Sunday, 
but this meeting on the sécond Sabbath 
in May is an extra occasion, This is ‘“‘feet- 
washing”’ or sacramental day. They only 
observe this twice a year—on the secondg¢ 
Sabbath of May and the second Sabbath 
of August. Bigger crowds than usual 
gather. there on thes@ days, some who 
are luke-warm on other occasions, some 


through curiosity, while some, no doubt, 
go because of the extra good eating they 
get upon this occasion at the homes of 
the members. Whoever may attend one 
of these meetings on the idea that to see 
them wash feet is funny will be disap- 
pointed if they expect to find anything in 
the ordimance of a light or frivilous na- 
ture. It is a most serious rite all the way 


through, and is far more calculated to 
bring tears than to bring glee to the 
idle and thoughtless who may attend 
through mere curiosity. 

After the sermon the women gathered 
on one Side and the men on the other, 
whereupon a cloth was lifted from the 
table and the bread and wine partaken of. 
All Christian people know the sacred 
symbo! of this bread and wine, and I can 
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tell-them that the Hardshell’s feet-wash- 
ing is no less impressive. The men wash- 
ed each other's feet and the women wash- 
éd among themselves. The brother pulled 
off his coat, rolled up his sleeves, put a 
clean towel around his waist and humbly 
getting upon his knees washed the broth- 
er’s foot who sat next to Rim. In turn 
that brother would wash another brother, 
and so on through till the end. The whole 
matter is so serious as to put the scoffer 
to shamé and to draw nearer to God the 
most thoughtless youth of the land. 

God bless these old churches and may 
He ever bless these old-timé customs. As 
I sat and looked over the congregation I 
involuntarily counted the babies on the 
women's side.

Given this Indispensable, success 
or failure hinge largely upon the basket— 
and the basket is easier put up right than 
wrong, if only one knows how to go 
about = it. 


Unless it is a picnic of two, do not be 
tempted into depending on a paper box. 
Lunch for any number between four and 
a dozen may be beautifully stowed with- 
in one of the straw telescope baskets, 
which have dependable leather straps, - 
and weigh almost nothing, Line it with a 
soft big napkin before you begin packing, 
taking care to fold over the top, Upon 
the napkin put a. sheet or two of para- 
fine paper, tucking it snugly into the cor- 
ners. 


Now you are ready for the eatables. 
Chieken tg much better fried than broiled 
for eating cold. Have the butcher unjoint 
& pair of broiling size carefully, cutting 
the breast In two pieces, taking off the 
wings, and dividing the legs into drum. 
stick and second joint. Wash. well, salt 
and pepper delicately, roll in cracker dust, 
and fry very brown in deep hot fat. Take 
up ang drain upon paper in a hot plate, 
the nallow to cool in open air. For pack- 
ing lay a sheet of the parafine paper over 
& wooden plate or bit of stiff cardboard, 
pile the fried chicken upon it, draw the 
corners of the paper over .it, and it. is 
| ready for packing. But do not put it at 

the bottom of your basket. Let the bottles 
of olives or pickles, or relishes go there, 
They had better be opened and the brine 
or vinegar poured off, both for safety and 
for saving weight. Tins of biscuit, or 
sandwiches should also go toward the 
bottom. Where there are several of them 
it is best to stand them on end and wedge 
the bottles upright between.

If 
fou carry wine, set a bottle upright in 
ither end of the basket, and pack around 
and between them as firmly as possible. 
Upon top of the chicken invert half a 
dozen wooden plates—but let not pride nor 
vanity beguve vou into taking a china 
ones. Over the plates lay a batch of Jap- 
anese napkins—at least two for each per- 
son to be served. Stick into the crevices 
here and there a steel knife, two or three 
ilght weight forks, a full salt shaker with 
a dependable top, and half a dozen small 
cheap glasses, tapering enough to fit inte 
each other. When all are aS snug as pos- 
Sible fold a colored cotton tablecloth to 
the size of the basket, lay it on top of all, 
tuck over jit the long end of the napkin, 
then slip on the basket cover, see that 
it fits square and draw the straps till you 
have a firm parcel, 
Next comes wherewithal we shall drink. 
With very cool water and a very hot day, 
lemonade is the thing, but coffee is never 
out of place. But do not make the mis- 
(ake of carrying lemons. Dissolve a pound 
of lump sugar in water enough to cover 
it, boil up once, skim well, let cool a little, 
then add the strained juice of a dozen 
fresh lemons.

EW YORK, May 38, 1900 "It is con- 

sidered most imiproper for a native 

woman in the South Sea islands to 
expose her ankles,’ said Miss Theodora 
Cresby, the author of “With the South 
Sea Islanders,”” who spent several years 
as a missionary in that field. 

“They are not particular about clothing 
their bodies. indeed seldom wear any cov- 
ering above the waist unless you dignify 
‘string upon string of beads, buttons and 
shells as such: to show the ankles, how- 
ever. is most immodest. The children, 
both girls and boys, run about absolutely 
nude, or at most with a fringe about 
their walsts. but when once a girl is pu: 
on the marriageable list of her mat skirt 
must reach so low that her ankles will 
not be exposed to vww. 

THE STATUS OF THE WOMEN. 

“Tt is also improper for a2 woman 
go fishing with any man o'her than her 
husband’ She may go in bathing with 
members of the opposite sex as often 4s 
she pleases, she“Imay sleep in the same 
room, but she must not go fishing with 
them. I remember how we of the mis- 
sion shocked ‘their sense of propriety.

New Departure in Violins. 

In spite of the fact that practically the 
same model of violin has been in use for 
centuries.

Disappearing Stool for Stores. 

Perhaps the greatest objection mer- 
chants make 6f providing stools for cus- 
tomers or even employees is that they 
block up the aisles and passages. Recent- 
ly, however, an Ohio man, Frederick 
Yunck, of Bryan, has patented a folding 
stoo! for such purposes which overcomes 
this objection in a large degree. Though 
furnishine a firm and unyielding seat 
when in use, this stool automatically folds 
up out of the way beneath the counter, 
as soon as the weight of the user is re- 
moved therefrom.

Meat Testing Device. 

The implement shown here is of particu- 
lar value to inspectors of meat, packers 
and butchers, as by its use any interior 
bruises or discolorations can be readily 
detected, thus enabling the exact condi- 
tion of the meat to be discovered before 
it is purchased or cut up. The main feat- 
ure of the instrument is a-steel rod or 
spindle, having a handle at one end and 
a sharp point at the other, to enable it 
to be easily thrust into a ham or other 
piece of meat, by means of the handle.

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Hot Air Electric Fan, 

In the ordinary stationary electric heat- 
ers, such as are used in apartments and 
cars for heating purposes, the heat is im- 
perfectly diffused by the ordinary circula- 
tion of the heated air rising from the heat- 
ed electrical resistances or conductors. To 
overcome this, Robert Landell, of New 
York city, who has done so much pioneer 
work in developing the electric fan and 


motor business, has suggested the employ- 
ment of an electric fan in conjunction 
with the electric heater. The same cur- 


tance coils placed directly in front of the 
fan blades, operates the motor driving 
the fan. By this arrangement the air 
from the fan takes up the heat from the 
conductor or resistance coils and diffuses 
it evenly throughout the apartment, 
whereas, in the present form of electric 
heaters, a great amount of heat is stored 
and wasted at the ceiling.

WIND-SPLITTING “MOBES” 


———— 
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The speed contests for the automobile 
blue ribbon, which will take place over 
the French roads about Paris during the 
coming summer, has set the motor-racing 
world by the ears, the foreign enthusi- 
asts especially going to apparently  un- 
limited expense in their efforts to secure 
what is likely to prove a winning ma- 
chine. In an article upon this “sport of 
millionaires,’’ which recently appeared in 
The Automobile Magazine, the statement 
is made that speed in an automobile de- 
pends not alone upon the development 
of great horse power, 45 asserted by 
some, nor upon the size of the driving 
wheels, as asserted by others (who point 
to the huge drivers on the modern pas- 
senger locomotive in support of their 
statement), but upon a combination of 
five factors, the absence of any one of 
which in the make-up of a vehicle de- 
signed primarily for speed might result 
in its defeat in a long-distance contest. 
Thes« five conditions are (1) the horse 
power of the motor; (2) the number of 
revolutions made by the motor; (3) the 
weight of a vehicle; (4) the gearing; ©) 
construction of the moving parts, as well 
as of the entire carriage, in order to re- 
duce rriction and wind resistance as much 
as possible. 

The apparently interminable search 
for the happy medium, where great pow- 
er will not: necessitate correspondingly 
and, perhaps, fatally great weight and 
size, combined with the efforts to reduce 
wind resistance to a minimum, have re- 
sulted in the building of some curious 
examples of automobiles, many of 


features which will ‘result in an addition 
of speed, if not of beauty, to the vehicle, 
which is of the electric variety, and, al-

The racing machine of M. Charron

designed—high smeed—and thev cannot 
consistentlv be classed under the head of 
pleasure vehicles 

Probably the most flagrant example of 
this sacrifice of beauty lines to the de- 
mon of speed is the racing “projectile” 
of M. Jenatzy (holder of the world’s au- 
tomobile kilometer record), an electric 
machine constructed the result of a 
vager that he could design and build 
an electromobile capable of covering 100 
kilometers within an hour. When it is 
remembered that this means an equiva- 
lent of about sixty-two miles an hour, 
this extreme effort to minimize wind re- 
sistance is apparently justified, as is the 
gentleman's selection of an almost ab- 
solutely level stretch of 100 Kilometers 
of smooth road between Evereux and 
Lisieux, where the speed trial will prob- 
ably be made. An examination of the 
illustration shows that the batteries 
and the motor have been stored away 
within the body of the projectile, the 
only thing in evidence being the neces- 
Sary gearing. The seat of the operator 
may be arranged to permit of 
his assuming such a position as will keep 
almost his entire body well within the 
‘‘bowels”’ of the projectile, thus still fur- 
ther reducing the wind resistance, 

Another vehicle, the primary considera-
